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G. D McKisson Wins Libel Suit 


In the case of F. A. Ward and George Fin- 
lay co-partners as the Royal Nursery Co. vs. 
George D. McKisson, the jury Tuesday af- 
ternoon, brought in a verdict for the de- 
fendant. 

The jury held that, at the time the alleged 
libelous article was published, there was 
no partnership existing between Finlay and 
Ward, and hence no Royal Nursery Co., and 
therefore there could be no damages sus- 
tained. 

This verdict reverses the decision at the 
first trial, when Ward was awarded $600 
damages. The case has been a hard fought 
one, and has attracted much attention, and 
is a victory for the defendant McKisson, 
who gets judgment for his costs and dis- 
bursements.—Fairmont, Minn., Independent,
